Administers Alike To Both Sides

Battlefield

Soissons, 
Oct. 2. (By Mail to New Y ork)— 1 
wish 1 could show you the little grey 
haired priest 
of 
this 
village near 
Soissons as he goes about his duties 
these days. 
There’s the peace of a 
certain 
W arless Land that he knows about 
on his face and he reads his services 
over the dead German with the same 
tender tones and the same smile of 
hope that he has for the dead soldi­ 
er who sleeps in the red, white and 
blue of France. 
I first saw him 
as 
he 
passed 
through the village square 
in 
his 
robes that had once been white. His 
surplice was slashed with the mud 
of hundreds of automobiles 
which 
dash 
through 
the 
narrow, 
wet 
streets. 
On his 
feet 
were 
army 
shoes, as muddy as any 
soldier’s. 
But he raised his face a s he chanted 
a service from a hook in his/ hands 
and when I saw his smile, I forgot 
the crime. Behind him marched four 
men, guarded by soldiers. 
Even be­ 
fore 1 knew who or what they were 
1 saw that there was something es­ 
pecially 
evil 
and 
grueson 
about 
them. A French officer explained the 
procession to me: 
“These men are 
Germans 
who 
were caught wearing civilian c l o th e s . 
Mavhe they were spies; who knows? 
IL.it they are worse than spies. They 
were caught looting the French and 
German dead out there on the b a t­ 
tlefield. 
They are being taken out 


now to be .shot.” 


It was a thing to shudder over, 
hut the little clergyman marched on 
with the look of hope and mercy on 
his face as if lie knew Someone Who 
understood and even controlled all 
this m adness and evil into which 
humanity has fallen, Someone Who 
knows the weakness of humanity 
well that lie might have pity even 
on a man who had robbed the dead. 


The next time 1 saw 
the 
little 
clergyman was at the entrance to 
the Red Cross hospital. Three cask- 
ete stood in the high hallway which 
opened onto the street. 
A line of 
French soldiers stood at 
attention, 
facing the doorway. 
A Red Cross 
ambulance drew up and the soldiers 
broke their rigid formation to make 
way for five wounded soldiers who 
were carried past tlie coffins where 
three dead soldiers rested.
